CALLED PATRIOTIC MEETING. 


Intemperate Language Used by Clorpy

The self-chosen, self-instituted hotly of 


American patriots ot the city, who had 
tickets, attended a meeting in Huntington 
hall last evening. The meeting was known 
as a "patriotic meetine:," and under whose 
auspices it 
was held 
is not known, 


presumably the A. P. A.'s arranged the 
affair. 
Edward H. Dunbar of Boston, who 


represems the "American 
Citizen," pre- 


sided. After "America" had been sung and 
prayer offered, a collection was taken up. 
The presiding officer with the interests c) 
his business at heart, announced that h.° 
was rea.ly to take subscriptions for stock 
for tbe American Citizenwhich it is prcposec 
to issue daily. When this business" an- 
nouncement had been made F. C. F. Dur- 
ell ot this city read resolutions which be 
gan as follows: "We, 2000 citizens ot 
Lowell, assembled in Huntinaton hall.'- 
(ft is doubtful if 1000 people can get iuto 
ilunt'ngion at one time.) The resolutions 
protested asainst the exclusion of the 
American Citizen from the Lowel! puHic 
library, laying the blame to "an aiaressive 
foreign ecclesiasticism." 
The last, "re- 


solve" is amusing; it, reads: 


"Resolved, That these resolutions be 


sent to the trustees of the library and to 
such of the press as is uncontrolled by for- 
eisn ecclesiastical domination.'1 


The remainder of tbe meeting went oft 


as they all do, a couple of "patriots" de- 
livering lengthy tirades asai'-st anything 
ai.d everything Catholic. The meeting 
closed with a l.vrnn. 


[Under the constitution the citizens had 


a perfect right to assemble to express their 
alleged wrongs but THE Sirx hardly finds 
it necessary to aive miblicity to in'empcr- 
ale lannna^c airoc.d against fellow citi- 
zens of different religious bel'ef. or to gne 
notoriety to the men who seem to disre- 
gard tl.e scnotiiral injunction "Charity lo 
all, malice toward none."—Ed.]

There is, if anything, a trifle more ac- 


tivity among the cotton mills uow than was 
the case a week ago, thougu there has been 
no attempt made anywhere to materially 
increase the output. There has beau a 
little better demand of late for gmghatns 
and some styles of prints, and the milla en- 
gage m making these are hiiding their sur- 
plus slocks mowing siualloi; some of them 
have found surficlcut euconraKeuicut in this 
to warrant the starting of a tew more 
looms. 


The cotton mills generally have disposed 


of all the goods that they expected to the 
past week, and while there has been s.oiue 
accumulation, still it has not boeu suffic- 
iently larsc to cause any shutdowns. The 
export demand for cottons has been quipt 
ami but 1730 bales, valued at 5103,000, aru 
reported as having been sent abroad during 
the week. 


The mills making print cloth have had 


some encouragement in sales made tho 
present week at 2 13 16, an ad\.tuce of 1 
p. c. over last Saturday's quotations. Theie 
have been some 80,000 pieces sold on this 
bash, and some are said to have been sold 
at 2j. Tbe mill makiug these have re- 
sisted strongly the downwaid tendency of 
the market lor the goods, as at last week's 
prices they claimed to be losinjj money, 
and if things had not changed fot the bet- 
ter, a reduction in wages, with the alter- 
native of a shutdown, would have been 
iimou; ihe possibilities. 


At Lowell uiiich cotton cloth is being 


stoied by the mills. The Treuiont & Suf- 
folk mills, which operate 110,000 bpmdles 
and 5000 looms, is stoiing its product, it is 
said, in a doz n different places, and has at 
present 20,000 pieces anaitini; a market. 


Some of the owners are kuown to favor 


a shut down until a demand is manifested 
For the goods and better prices obiainable. 
but the majority of the officials have so far 
Favored the running of the concern, if at a 
loss, if necessary. In order to keep the 
hands employed. 


Mills at Manchester and elsewhere are 


similarly situate^, but are running raibvr 
than discharge Iheir help in mid-winter. 
On the other hand an encouraging sign is 
noted in the addition by the Slater Cotton 
Co., of another day in the weekto the run- 
ning time of its plant at Pawtuckut, where 
4c,000 spindles aud about 1100 looms are 
engaged in making fine goods aud yarns.

He went to Honolulu in March 
for the purpose of investigating the situa- 
tiou for himself. Ho told the committee

The Irish propaganda will need 
820,000, and $JO,000 should be used in the 
registration of voters; SSo.OOO will be neces- 
sary for the support of evicted tenants iu 
Ireland, and the debt of $30,000 incurred 
at the last election must be met.

BOSTON, Feb. 1.—Hon. Edward Blake, 


M. P., Hie Irish Nationalist of Canada am: 
leader iu the home rule cause in the 
British' parliament, spoke upon the sub 
jeot of home rule for Ireland in Music 
hall last evening, under the auspices of 
the Boston Municipal council of the Irisl 
National federation. He was greeted bj 
nn audience of about 1)000 people, and his 
appeal for funds to aid in carrying on tha 
work of the cause of his party resulted iu 
tho raising of a little more than *5000. 


Mayor Mathews presided, and upon the 


stage were many distinguished citizens of 
Boston and vicinifv. Tho meeting adopted 
resolutions to tho ell'ecl that the citizens 
of Boston encouraged Gladstone, iu his 
efforts to free the Emerald Isle and pledge 
to him their moral support. 
This cable- 


gram was sent to Justin McCarthy: "En- 
thusiastic reception accorded lion. Ecl- 
wurd Blake. One thousand pounds ster- 
ling result of inectini}. Friends in Mas- 
sachusetts will do their duty." 


Bomo ltulern Not Dismayed. 


Mr. Blake reviewed the struggle of the 


home rule party in the past and predicted 
its success in the early future. He said 
that the recent defeat of the home rule 
bill in thehousc of lords WBb expected and 
that the party that had supported the 
measure wns not at all dismayed. 


Although the house of lords wna irre- 


sponsible to the people, and ils members' 
only title to tlifir positions wns that they 
were the sous of their fathers, it would 
not, as it has showu by its action, dare lo 
set aside home rulo when that cause is de- 
clared ul the elections to be the wish of 
the people. Aud that expression is sure 
to come, ho said. 


Mr. Blake weut on to explain the exact 


position of the home rule allies ;il this 
time, and outlined their course for tbo 
future. 


In speaking of present conditions in 


Ireland, Mr. Blake denounced the present 
system of county government there, and 
showed that iu counties having u popula- 
tion of 660,000 Catholics and 7:1,000 Prot- 
eslniils, offices were filled by 11-1 Protest- 
ant Unionists and two Catholic Nuliou 
alists. 


Tlio Ullnoslllon of Funds. 


The home rule party asks for $240,000 


this year from its friends to aid it in ils 
work. Forty-five thousand dollars of that 
sum must be applied to tho provisions of 
Irish Nationalist candidates at the next 
election. The Irish propaganda will ueed 
£20,000, and $10,000 should bo used in the 
regislrnlion of voters; 835,000 will be neces- 
sary for the support of evicted tenants in 
Ireland, und the debt, of &)0,000 incurred 
at the last election must be met.
